CRITICAL SITUATION IN 
NORTH DAKOTA. 

St. Paul Minn, Jan 15.—The 
fuel situation in North Dakota, 
according to Mr Willett, who has 
returned from an extensive trip 
through that state, is growing 
worse and worse. Mr Willett says; 
“I am thoroughly convinced that 
hundreds of people will freeze to 
death in North Dakota during the 
next six weeks, in spite of all the 
efforts of the railroads to relieve 
the famine. Weather conditions 
in North Dakota baffle description. 
I have travelled through that state 
for the past ten years, and during 
the entire time I have not been de- 
layed as much as I have during the 
past six weeks, It seems almost 
unbelievable that snow is piled 
four and five feet deep on the level 
over the entire northern half of 
North Dakota, reaching into enst- 
ern Montana, but it is true never: 
theless. Farmers are literally 
fighting with each other for every 
pound of coal that comes into the 
towns. Dealers iu North Dakota 
tell me that a considerable amount 
of coal was in the sheds early in 
the fall, but as no provision was 
made by the farmers against the 


coming cold weather, the supply 
was inadequate when the roads be- 
came tied up by heavy snow. That 
is all there is to the situation, In- 
tonse sulfering is staring the in- 
habitants in the face, and I see no 
relief possible. ‘The railroad 
tracks aru covered with snow inside 
of Lalf an hour after a train passes. 
The rotary suow plows are in cor- 
stant usu Lut they simply cannot 
keep the tracks elear.”

| JT NY even numbered section of Dominion 
| [\ Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
| Alberta, excepting Sand 26, not reserved, 
may bo homesteaded by any person who is the 
sole head cf a family, or any male over 18 years 
of age, to the extout of one-quarter section of 
| 100 acres, more oF less, 
| Entry must be made porsoually at the local 
tand ‘oltice for the distelee in which the land is 
situate, 


nomestoader is required to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under ono of 
the following plans: 

(1) At least siz months’ residence Upon and 
eultivation of the land in each year for three 
yours, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the father Is 
deceased) of the homesteader resides upon a 
farm in the vicinity of the land entered for the 
requirements as to residence may bo satistled 
by such person residing with the father or 
mother, 

(3) If the settler has his permanent residence 
upon farming land owned by him in the vicin- 
ity of his homestead, the requirements as to 
residence may be satistied by residence upon 
the said land, 

Six months’ notice in writing shonld be wiven 
to the commissioner of Dominion Lands at 
Ottawa of intention to apply for patent.
